If the Emperor 
wasn’t brave enough to have a saint, at least a hoi of Christianity ap^ 
peared. Julian revived the pagan types on his coins, with the Imperial Vic 
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tory on the reverse. But as Christianity took a firmer hold this Victory 
became the Christian angel. The artists, imbued with religion, made some 
quaint engravings of saints. 

With the advancing of the Middle Ages, Byzantine art influenced currency. 
The coins were religious in design, with representations of the Christ, the 
Virgin Mary and the adoration of the Magi. Often the mark of value is 
found on the coin. The inscription relates to the sovereign, as his name, 
title, year and town in which the piece was coined. Latin superseded Greek 
in the inscriptions. 

The artists Anally, during the reign of Justinian, displaced the profile for 
the facing bust. The setting of a face front view on a coin is a daring thing 
to do, as usage flattens the features and soon produces an ugly effect. As it 
is unpractical, it is not used commonly in modern times. 

As the Middle Age advanced the inconvenience of the gold money was 
felt and silver was substituted. As religion was still the foremost thought, 
the coins carry on the reverse an inscription in the form of a prayer, relat- 
ing to the sacred figure. Often, too, a Gothic church is shown. 

Feudal money was issued in France and Germany with heraldic subjects 
on the obverse and shields on the reverse. Modern coins carry this idea. 

Frederick II’s reign was a forerunner of the Ranaissance. He revived 
gold coinage, following the idea of Rome and depicted himself as a Roman 
Emperor, with the reverse an Imperial eagle. 

Also in Italy figures on coinage were more like classic figures. In Flor- 
ence the famous gold florin was issued. The obverse is the standing figure 
of St. John the Baptist; the reverse bears the lily of Florence The coin was 
large, so the beauty of the work gave it dignity. All through Italy similar 
coins were issued by the independent cities, but they are of historical rather 
than artistic value. 

With the advent of the Renaissance coinage becomes an elaborate system 
throughout Europe. Silver money was prevalent, and in 1515 Germany 
issued the thaler. This immediately struck the fancy of the various coun- 
tries and similar pieces were coined. 

In Bologna, Italy, the ruler, Giovanni Bentivoglia, employed Francia in 
his mint and produced a beautiful gold coin. 

Clement VII, the Pope, had his gold pieces designed by the great master, 
Cellini. The designs were vigorous and noteworthy. 

Many great masters executed beautiful medals during this perioa. The 
profile seemed more suitable on medals. This was a great influence on the 
coins and the facing head almost disappeared and the influence has never 
worn off. The head was always treated in low relief, with a decorative 
treatment. 

Antonio Pisano, master in metal, designed some especially fine commemo- 
rative medals. A notable one was the marriage medal , of the Marquis of 
Ferrara and Maria of Aragon. The obverse is a portrait of the Marquis, 
realistic, since the homeliness of the man is not softened by idealizing the 
lines. The head is in fine relationship to the size of the disc, giving it dig- 
nity. The legend is beautifully spaced and the monotony of the wording is 
broken by sprays. The entire design of the obverse, well balanced, digni- 
fied, gives a play of light and shade. The reverse, representing the Duke 
as a lion, since his Christian name was Leonello, standing before a cupid 
who is teaching him to sing from a scroll of music. This is a complicated 
design, but by breaking the foreground and merging it with a flat back- 
ground, there is little suggetion of distance. The design is built on curved 
lines which fit into the disc. 

Again from the Gothic to the Renaissance one sees a great period of art 
shown in the coins. The earlier ones show a simplicity of figures with no 
insignificant detail. In the Renaissance two principal schools developed in 
coin designing. 

The Italians, with their masters of metal, naturally attained the highest 
excellence. The artist made a portrait or commemorated an action in the 
best manner possible, never losing sight of the fitness of the design to the 
form and use of the piece on which they were to be placed. The portrait 
was faithfully realistic and really gave one an idea of the character of the 
notable designed. 

The designs of the German school are not so appropriate to coins, having 
a profusion of detail, so that the main design is lost. But they are so orig- 
inal and show great vigor, which makes them unique. 
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These two schools lay the foundation for modern coinage through their 
knowledge of the art of metal. 

There are two ways employed in producing a coin or medal, by striking 
between dies or casting of molten metal in a sand mold. 

In the first method used, in the earliest Greek coins the incuse square on 
the reverse was the scar of the projection of the iron upon which the piece 
of metal was placed in order to prevent it from slipping while the device was 
being struck. When a coin bears a device on both sides, two dies were used. 
These dies were in a position facing each other, a long piece of iron was 
welded on each die, then joined similar to a pair of tongs. The metal was 
placed in the dies and the imprint made by the blows of a hammer. This 
was a slow process, as it required several blows of the hammer to make an 
impression of the engraving. After each blow the metal had to be reheated 
and placed exactly to meet the engraving in order not to ruin the relief 
already obtained. The hot metal had to be held in position by a pair of 
tongs. Three people were required to do the work, one to hold the die, one 
to place the metal and one to strike the blow. 

The studies for coins are made on soft wax. The final model on slate to 
have an even surface or a background of wax upon which the design is 
traced with a point. Carefully the wax is applied until a full modeling of 
the design is made, the exact size of the finished coin. The model is then 
traced with a steel point on a soft steel block, called a die when cut intaglio, 
or a punch when cut in relief. In cutting the steel an engraving tool called 
a burin is used. Often the artist takes a wax impression while cutting to 
see that it agrees with the original wax model. In the cameo or relief cut- 
ting no wax impressions are necessary. From these relief dies, intaglio dies 
may be prepared by sinking the cameo into a soft block of steel. After the 
die is cut, whether intaglio or cameo, it is hardened by heating and plunged 
into water. Before the invention of the screw press as applied to the strik- 
ing of coins and medals, rollers were used on which was engraved the re- 
quired design, through which a strip of metal was run, so were obtained 
many impressions as the length of the metal permitted. The surplus metal 
was then cut away with shears or a saw. 

With the invention of the screw press came a ring to encircle both dies 
and discs which were cut uniform in size and thickness by means of a posi- 
tive punch fitting into a negative. These discs, smaller than the actual de- 
sign, are placed between the dies, which are held together by the ring. 
When pressed, the disc spreads and fills the ring, so that the impressions 
are uniform in thickness and appearance. 

For a long time small punches were used in preparing the dies. Later 
larger punches, bearing the entire emblem which was to make the center of 
the coin were sunk by means of the press into the negative. The border had 
to be cut by hand or by the lathe. 

Early in the nineteenth century Contamin invented a reducing machine 
based on the principal of the pantograph. A steel point follows the surface 
of the model and transmits, by means of a bar, its movements to another 
point which cuts the design into a steel to a reduced scale. The models are 
four or five times larger than the actual size. 

With the introduction of this machine there is a decline in the art of 
coinage. Overproduction by mechanical means makes the style inferior, 
and naturally men of note are not engaged in making the models. Only for 
special coins, such as the commemorative coins in the United States, does 
one find artists of note designing. For the current coinage, mints employ 
engravers who design but often copy from noted works of art. 

Striking the medal is mechanical and may be done by hydraulic pressure 
or a screw press. The metal disc is placed between the dies and pressed till 
the image is obtained. The number of pressings depends upon the height of 
relief required. After each blow the disc is annealed. 

Cast coins are not so common and this method is used mostly for medals. 
First it is modeled in wax, then plaster molds are taken, from which several 
positive plaster casts are made. These are formed into a mold of sand, and 
into this sand mold the metal is poured. This method was used by the 
great metal workers of the Renaissance. 

Engravers of today, when planning a coin or medal, employ the same 
methods used by the ancients. The problem of composing in a circular field 
was solved for the modern age long before the birth of Christ. The posing 
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of a head, the combining of heads in a group, whether jugate or opposed, 
were used on the obverse. The Greeks liked symmetry, but it had to be 
dynamic and full of movement. They treated the coins in high relief as 
that type of relief is used for objects to be seen near. 

Jugate groups were common in Roman times. Many of their coins feature 
heads confronted. The Romans liked perfect balance, so these types pleased 
them greatly. 

So in modern times, the artist has used in designing coins, the methods 
and suggestions handed down to him throughout the ages. From the vast 
collections, he can secure any idea he may need for designing in the round. 
Here is a field that modernism as yet has not crept into. Perhaps some in- 
genious artist of the future will revolutionize the present treatment of coins 
and open up a new field of design. 
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Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas 

This digest of the “Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas” was 
begun in December and will be continued for a few months. It has been 
compiled by James A. G. Pennington, of the Specialties Division, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington, from reports received from 
representatives of the Departments of Commerce and State and from the 
Treasury Department. Similar compilations of the currency of other parts 
of the world have been published by us previously, also by Mr. Pennington. 

The terms “silver,” “nickel,” “copper,” etc., indicate that the coins con- 
tain fifty per cent, or more of the metal named. The metal composition of 
the coins varies greatly in different countries. 

As this list was compiled a few months ago, before Great Britain suspend- 
ed the gold standard, the value of the pound sterling in United States cur- 
rency is given as of the gold basis — $4.8 665. As the present value of the 
pound is subject to fiuctuation, the compiler’s figures will be used through- 
out the series of papers.

UNITED STATES OF A3IEKICA. 

(From data supplied by the Treasury Department.) 

The official unit of currency of the United States of America is the dollar, 
divisible into 100 parts (cents). The gold dollar, which consists of 1.5046 
grams of fine gold, is the standard unit of value. 

The United States Code of Laws (1926), title 31, Chapter 8, Section 314, 
reads as follows: “The dollar, consisting of 25.8 grains (1.6718 grams) of 
gold nine-tenths fine, shall be the standard unit of value, and all forms of 
money issued or coined by the United States shall be maintained at a parity 
of value with this standard, and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
Treasury to maintain such parity.” 

The metal currency of the United States of America consists of the fol- 
lowing coins: Gold, $20, $10, $5, $2l^ and $1. 

The coinage of the $2.50 was discontinued by act of April 11, 1930. The 
coinage of the $1 was discontinued by act of September 26, 1890. 

The only United States coin which has been demonetized is the trade dol- 
lar of 420 grains (27.216 grams), authorized by act of February 12, 1873, 
which was discontinued February 19, 18 87. All other coins issued retain 
their legal tender status. 

Foreign currencies are not legal tender in the United States, but Cana- 
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dian and Mexican coins circulate along the borders as a matter of conveni- 
ence. There are not restrictions on the importation or exportation of gold, 
silver or minor coins or bullion. 

There are five kinds of paper currency currently issued and in circulation 
in the United States: Three Treasury issues — gold certificates, silver certifi- 
cates and United States notes, and two bank issues — national bank notes and 
Federal Reserve notes. They are described as follows: 

Treasury Issues — Gold certificates, |10,000, $5,000, $1,000, $500, $100, 
$50, $20 and $10; silver certificates, $1; United States notes, $5 and $ 2 . 

Bank Issues — National bank notes, $100, $50, $20, $10 and $5; Federal 
Reserve notes, $10,000, $5,000, $1,000, $500, $100, $50, $20, $10 and $5. 

Bank issues are national bank notes receivable for all public dues, re- 
deemable on demand in lawful money of the United States. Federal Reserve 
notes are receivable for all public dues and on all accounts by Federal Re- 
serve banks, national banks and other member banks; redeemable on de- 
mand in gold at the United States Treasury, or in gold or lawful money at 
any Federal Reserve Bank. 

All kinds of United States currency are printed by the wet intaglio pro- 
cess from engraved plates. The greatest possible skill is used in the en- 
graving and in the printing, that exact reproduction by counterfeiters may 
be circumvented. In such connection the greatest dependence is placed on 
the portrait which is placed in every face design, and which is uniform for 
a denomination, irrespective of the kind of currency. The composition of 
the paper used for currency is 75 per cent, linen and 25 per cent, cotton, 
all new rags. The paper contains a distinctive feature: For the old series, 
small segments of red and blue silk fiber localized in two rows; for the new 
series, small segments of red and blue silk fiber distributed throughout the 
paper. 

On July 10, 1929, the Treasury Department inaugurated an important 
change in the physical aspect of the paper currency of the United States. 
The size was reduced, with wholly new designs on a denominational basis. 
Accordingly, since July 10, 1 929, the old-size currency has been in process 
of retirement (replacement), and all such old-sized currency is retireable 
on receipt. The old-sized currency is designated “old series”; the new-size 
currency is designated “new series.” 

Treasury notes of 18 90 were formerly issued, but in 19 00 they were dis- 
continued. Now they are cancelled and retired whenever received: 
$1,239,750 remained outstanding on June 30, 1931. 

Federal Reserve bank notes have been issued in denominations of $1, $2, 
$5, $10, $20 and $50, but they are now being retired. On June 30, 1931, 
only $2,931,475 of these notes were outstanding. 

Current issues of United States currency are all of the new series (re- 
duced size) and include five kinds. For the new series the principle of de- 
nominational designs have been strictly followed. The back designs are 
uniform for each denomination, irrespective of kind; the face designs like- 
wise are characteristic for each denomination as regards the important pro- 
tective features (including portraits) with only sufficient variation in de- 
tail to indicate the kind. 

Small unimportant amounts of discontinued (obsolete) issues of notes 
remain outstanding Old demand notes, fractional currency,, Treasury 
notes of 1890, and Federal Reserve bank notes are still in circulation, but 
are retired on presentation. 

Foreign notes are in circulation to some extent along the Canadian bor- 
der, as a matter of convenience. There are no prohibitions of law on the 
importation of foreign notes, but such notes are without legal status. 


VENEZUELA. 

The official unit of currency of Venezuela is the gold bolivar, which con- 
sists of 0.290323 gram of fine gold. The bolivar has a par value of ap- 
proximately $0.192953 United States currency. The present parity of the 
bolivar was established by the Monetary Law of June 15, 1918. 

The metal currency of Venezuela consists of the following coins: Gold, 
100, 20 and 10 bolivars; silver, 5, 2 and 1 bolivar, and 50 and 25 centesi- 
mos; copper-nickel, 12 and 5 centes:’mos 

The only old coin in circulation is the 2.50 bolivar silver coin of a former 
coinage. It has the same legal status as current coins, but its circulation is 
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not general. Foreign coins have almost disappeared. The importation of 
foreign gold coins is permitted, but payment in foreign currency is only 
permitted by special agreement. 

The importation and circulation of foreign money not of gold is prohibited. 
Only the Government can import Venezuelan money of silver or nickel. 

The paper currency of Venezuela consists of the following notes: 500, 100, 
50, 20 and 10 bolivares. 

There are no old issues of notes in circulation. The importation of for- 
eign notes is prohibited, and they do not circulate. 

VIHGIN ISLANDS. 

(United States.) 

The official unit of currency of the Virgin Islands is the gold franc, which 
consists of 0.290323 gram of fine gold. The franc has a par value of ap- 
proximately $0.192953 United States currency. The law establishing the 
franc currency was passed by the Danish Parliament, approved by the Crown 
and became law on March 29, 1904. The franc is divisible into 100 bit, 
while five francs are one Danish West Indian dollar, which, however, does 
not exist as a coin. 

The metal currency of the Virgin Islands consists of the following coins: 
Gold, 50, 25 and 20 francs; silver, 5, 2 and 1 franc, and 50 bit; nickel, 25 
bit; copper, 10, 5 and 2 bit. 

There are no old issues of coins in circulation. The only metal currency 
other than francs and bit consists of United States coins. The franc cur- 
rency was continued in force by Act of the United States Congress of March 
3, 1917. There are no restrictions on the importation or exportation of 
gold, silver, or minor coins or bullion. 

The paper currency of the Virgin Islands consists of the following notes: 
100, 50, 10 and 5 francs. 

American currency circulates freely. There are no old issues of notes in 
circulation. Note circulation other than that mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph is confined to United States notes, among which some of the old 
series (large size) notes are still to be found. The circulation of United 
States paper currency is steadily growing. There are no restrictions on the 
importation of foreign notes. 

WINDWAHI) ISLANDS (Grenada, St. Lucia, St. Vincent). 

The official unit of currency of the Windward Islands is the pound ster- 
ling, which consists of 7.3 224 grams of fine gold. The pound sterling has 
a par value of approximately $4.8665 United States currency, and $4.80 
West Indian dollar currency. Ordinance No. 13 of 187 9 fixes the value of 
the West Indian dollar at four shillings two pence. The present parity of 
the pound was established by Section 1 of the British Gold Standard Act 
19 25, and the British Bank Charter Act of 184 4. 

The metal currency of the Windward Islands consists of British coins 
described under the Bahama Islands. Silver, however, is legal tender with- 
out limit. The extent of the circulation of old issues of coins is not known. 
United States silver money circulates to a certain extent and gold coins are 
full legal tender. 

The paper currency of the Windward Islands consists of $5 bank notes 
issued by Barclay’s Bank and the Royal Bank of Canada, which are described 
under the Leeward Islands. British paper currency is in circulation to only 
a very limited extent. United States paper currency has a limited circulation. 

Government accounts are kept in pounds, but banking and business ac- 
counts largely in West Indian dollars.

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Chinese Copper Coins of the Twentieth Century 

By JOHN A. SNELL, M. D., Soochow, China. 

A nation that comprises about one-fourth the population of the entire 
world and that carries on the amount of trade that the Chinese do would be 
expected to have a very extensive coinage. How the people of China ever 
managed to carry on business with the old cash string is beyond our com- 
prehension. Previous to 1900 the money of China consisted of the one-cash 
piece with a hole in the center. These were put up in strings of 100 and 
1000. At that time a string of 100 was worth approximately five cents in 
U. S currency. It was quite a task to pay a bill of $1000 with the currency 
of that time, for the silver coins were for the most part confined to the ports 
and larger centers. 

The cash has been for centuries and still is the unit of Chinese currency. 
Various efforts have been made to change this unit, but it is too deeply in- 
ground in the lives of the people to uproot. A cash corresponds to one mill, 
hut in exchange value it is constantly varying on account of China being on 
a silver standard. The actual value of present-day Chinese coins, whether 
of copper or silver, must correspond rather closely to the intrinsic value of 
the metal of which it is made. If the metal in the coin is worth more than 
its face value, they will be collected and sold for metal; and if the face 
value is very much more than the metal value the market will be fiooded 
either by the official mints or by counterfeiters. 

When the modern copper coins first appeared about 1900 one silver dollar 
would buy about 100, which was their normal and legal value. At the 
present time one dollar will purchase 260 to 350, depending on the market 
rate of exchange and the section of the country. When this coin first ap- 
peared it was a neat, well made and respectable coin, but it has gradually 
degenerated to its present cheap form of a mere piece of metal with a more 
or less recognized stamp on it. The past fifteen years have shown the most 
marked degeneration. This has been brought about by the need and greed 
of the military rulers. For instance, when one dollar would purchase 150 
10-cash pieces the authorities would issue more coins of a lighter weight or 
poorer quality, and very soon, as a result, the rate would fall to 175 or 200, 
but the official would already have made his profit. Such a thing happened 
in 1915 when the coin described under number II KN 6 was issued. 

In the summer of 1927 one silver dollar would purchase 175 twenty-cash 
pieces at the exchange shop in Hankow. But this 20-cash piece was a poor 

excuse for a coin. It has a very faint stamp and is the design of a coin 

which was regularly issued under the old Manchu regime twenty years ago in 
another province. The use of the old Manchu designs has been very common 
during the past fifteen years; in fact it seems that the same old dies have 

been used. The object seems to be to cover up the identity of the mint 

issuing the coin and to prevent the responsibility of a poor coin being placed 
on the official who received the profit from the coinage. This personal greed 
has ruined what might have been the excellent and adequate coinage for 
China. 

The Literature. — There has been very little written on the recent copper 
coins of China. One of the first articles to appear was by H. A. Ramsden, 
of Yokahama, “Modern Chinese Copper Coins,” and appeared in The Numis- 
matist in 1911. He then described several hundred of the coins that had 
been issued up to that time, but his article contained many errors and omis- 
sions and his collection had been made at a distance rather than on the 
native soil. The only real worth-while effort to deal with these coins has 
been that of Woodward, who in 19 26 began the publication of a series of 
monographs on the ten-cash pieces of each of the provinces In each mono- 
graph he deals with a single mint or province. These began to appear in 
the China Journal of Science and Arts in May, 1926, and to date thirteen 
articles have appeared. These articles will be quite exhaustive and most 
dependable, although they deal only with the ten-cash pieces. Mr. Wood- 
ward has made a most comprehensive study of these coins and probably 
possesses the best collection in existence. There has been little else of 
numismatic value published on these most interesting coins. Here it is 
proposed to give only a brief outline and introductory study of this extensive 
subject. It deals only with the more common and interesting coins and 
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Plate Shows Coins Slightly Re<hice<l in Size. 
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does not pretend to go into the minute variations which determine many 
more varieties than are here described. 

Classification. — These coins readily fall into three mam groups or divi- 
sions: Group I, or the regular provincial series, Figs. 1, 2 and 3. Group lU 
the Tai-Chiang-Ti-Kuo series, or national series, Figs. 4, 5 and 6. Group in, 
or the Republican series, Figs. 7, 8, 9 and 10. Group I has the l^argest 
number of different specimens and greatest number of variations in design. 
Group II has one main design, which is common to all the provinces, and 
the different mints are indicated by the central character on the obverse. 

A list of these characters or symbols is given at the end. Group 111 con- 
tains many and diversified designs. The dragon has been completely elim- 
inated from this group. Each of these groups is, in turn, subdivided into 
provinces or mints and are so indicated on the coin by the use of the symbol 
in Group II and the use of the provincial name in Groups I and III. Many 
of the coins of Group III have nothing on them to indicate where they weie 
minted. In this classification letters have been used to index the Pi'ovmces 
and an effort has been made to use as nearly as possible the initials ot th 
province so that the coin may be the more readily located in its group and 
province. For instance, II KN 6 means that this is a com of the national 
series Group II, issued at the Kwang-nan mint and is com Number 6 m the 
list described. Then the provincipal series is taken and each different com 
is given a number. The basis of this final classification of the individual 
coins is made on the outstanding characteristics of the provincial series m 
Question In some a rosette serves as the basis, and again certain inscrip- 
tions while in Group III it is .based on general design and minor detail. 
The intricacies of this final classification into individual coins is almost in- 
finite The complexity of the Chinese and Manchu characters and th^e num- 
erous forms which the dragon can assume and the various clouds with which 
he is ornamented has rendered it almost impossible that two dies of a given 
mint would be exact duplicates. To these definite difficulties may be added 
the great propensity of the Chinese to make things “almost like the pat- 
tern On the other hand, all of this adds interest to the collector and gives 
him in this particular collection of coins one of the richest, if not the riches , 
field for satisfaction of his desire to find something that has not yet been 
observed by others. In this modern Chinese copper coin there is an ever- 
present lure to the amateur to go a little further, and to the expert numis- 
matist there is sufficient to satisfy his fondest ambition for a big under- 

Denominations. — Up to the time of the formation of the Republic only 
1 2 5 10 and 20 cash and 1-cent pieces were minted. In recent years 

there has appeared in Yunan, Szechuen and Honan 50, 100 and 200 cash 
pieces. The 100 and 200 cash pieces are confined to the first two P^^v^nces. 
During the last few years these provinces have issued only the 200-casn 
piece and the demand for the smaller denominations has caused the people 
to cut the 200-cash pieces into quarters in order to be able to make change. 
The fact that there is not twenty times as much metal in a 200-cash piece as 
in 20 ten-cash pieces is sufficient explanation why the ten-cash piece is not 
made by a government whose tenure of office cannot be continuous. The 
ruling official has far more interest in his immediate profit than in the estab- 
lishment of a permanent and sound coinage. For a good mapy years th 
20-cash piece has been the prevailing coin in the Peking area, and during 
the past few years in the Hankow region. Along the coast and in the 
Shanghai section the ten-cash piece is the only one which is acceptable to 
the nublic. The 1, 2 and 5 cash pieces were never issued in large quanti- 
ties and in 1910 were not in general use. For the most part they were 
neatly made coins, but were very short lived. At present they are not to be 
found in circulation and were made originally by only a few of the mints. 
There have been several one-cent pieces made. One of the first coins, I KP R 
Fig 1 made in Canton, was designated as “one hundred being equivalent 
to one dollar.’' The last coin issued by the old Ching dynasty, II G 3 2, was 
also an effort to make the copper coin exactly one-hundredth part of a dol- 
lar During the Republican period several such have been issued. Howeyei 
these have completely failed to accomplish their purpose and very soon after 
being put on the market became in trade value only a ten cash piece. 

Mints. — There have been many mints in China where the modern copper 
coin has been struck. Some provinces have had several mints. For in-

It is 
the name of the dynasty, while the corre- 
sponding inscription on Group I is that of 
the emperor. 


6 — “Made in the Kuan Hsu Era.” This 
occurs on the reverse side of Group II at 
the top and is the name of the ruling em- 
peror.

7 — “The Republic of China.” Literally 
translated this means, “The Middle Flow- 
ery People’s Kingdom.” It occurs on most 
of Group III coins and is the most promi- 
nent inscription of the obverse. 



8 — “In commemoration of the opening 
of the Kingdoms.” This occurs on the 
memorial coins of Group III, usually at the 
bottom of the obverse. 
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stance, Kiangsoo province has three cities where mints poured forth copper 
coins. Soochow, the former capital of the province, had two mints, one for 
dollars and one for coppers. Nanking, which has been the real capital of 
Kiangsoo for some years, issued the Kiangnan coppers. That portion of 
Kiangsoo to the north of the Yangtze river is known as Kiangpeh, and the 
coins marked Tsingkiang were made in Tsingkiangpu, the chief city of this 
territory. Now the actual mints that were established in the various prov- 
inces is impossible to learn. They have been established by one governor 
and dismantled by another, to be rebuilt again. Why two mints for striking 
copper coins should exist in one city is not explainable. Each province has 
its mint or mints which issue coins from time to time as required. 

Production. — There is no accurate record or knowledge of the number of 
coins issued by any one mint, let alone the total of all the mints. Various 
estimates have been made of the total issued and the amount in circulation 
at different times. Many have been recalled from circulation, melted and 
leminted in a lighter weight. Ramsden claims that up to the end of 190 5 
over 6,000,000,000 pieces had been put into circulation. Up to the end of 
1917 the Chinese Economic Bulletin estimates that 31,682,102,308 ten-cash 
pieces had been issued. One would judge that they had a very accurate 
record or they would have used round numbers. Granting that as many as 
40,000,000,000 have been minted, that would be only approximately 100 
coins for each individual of the entire population, which seems a rather 
small quantity. It is far more likely that the real number is several times 
that. 

Metal and Weight — The chief metal used for minting these coins has been 
copper hardened with a little spelter. The early regulation required that 
they be made of 95 per cent, pure copper. For the first years of their issue 
these regulations had considerable influence and the coins were of full 
weight and purity. During the first ten years of this coinage several of the 
provinces put out coins of yellow brass. Judging from the coins in actual 

circulation, it appears that little attention has been paid by the mints to the 

regulation regarding composition of the metal. Coins have varied all the 
way from pure copper to yellow brass. This is not surprising when we 
know that some of the metal for coinage has been secured from the old 
cash with the central hole, old bronze cannon and even idols. We are told 
that the first coin struck after the revolution which overthrew the Ching 
dynasty was made from an old bronze idol in Nanchang. This is one of the 

very rare coins and has the inscription of the Great Han dynasty (HI KI 1). 

It was then hoped by some that a descendant of the former Han dynasty 
would be put into power. The coin was rather premature, but is of great 
interest and value. 

The regulations issued required that the weight of the ten-cash piece be 
two mace, or 115.16 grains. The best coins were up to this weight, but the 
average coin now in circulation falls far below it. Szechuen province has 
used brass a great deal and still uses it more than copper. Many of their 
coins, while made of brass, show evidence of having been thinly plated 
with copper. This is also true of other brass coins. It seems that the real 
effort has been to use the cheapest possible metal or composition that would 
be acceptable to the public. 

Quality. — Aside from the question of metallic quality, the workmanship 
on these coins is a matter worthy of attention. It is rather striking how the 
coins of certain provinces are as neat and well made as any to be found in 
Western countries. This is particularly true of Kwangtung Province, Fig. 
1, and of Group H of Hupen, Fig. 6. Again, all the coins of certain prov- 
inces will be poorly struck; the dies carelessly made, gross errors will occur 
and the general appearance be that of careless, poor work. It is almost 
impossible to And a perfect coin in Group H of Kiangsi province. A correct 
English inscription is not to be found among the Kirin provincial series, 
Fig. 2. The percentage of well-made coins in a thousand secured from an 
exchange shop is strikingly low. Poorly stamped ones and misstrikes seem 
to be put into circulation with no regard for perfection. Some of these im- 
perfections make interesting coins. 

In United States coins the relationship of the obverse and the reverse is 
always correct, and in turning the coin it must be revolved on its horizontal 
axis to have the opposite side right side up when it is turned. In the mod- 
ern Chinese copper coin, when correctly made, the coin should be revolved

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in its vertical axis to secure the correct position of the opposite side. Many 
of the mints seem to have been rather careless on this matter of relation of 
obverse and reverse and allowed the two dies to take various positions, so 
that a large percentage of the coins are irregular in position. Ramsden 
placed sufficient importance on this to classify an irregular position as a 
separate variety. To give heed to this as a point of classification would make 
the task of the collector of these coins beyond the realm of possibility. It 
simply is another point of careless workmanship. 

Forgeries or counterfeits are also very common and are usually accepted 
by the public without question. It is easy enough to put several worthless 
coins in a package of 100 and no one take he time to examine each one 
when 30 or 40 are passed in a transaction. At several times large quan- 
tities of forgeries have been dumped on the market through the exchange 
shops. One of the most interesting and common of these forgeries is a 
Korean cent restamped with some provincial design. This often has the 
stamp of different provinces of the obverse and reverse. 

Dates. — There are two methods of dating coins in China. The most com- 
mon is by the Sexagenary Cycle which China has now used for more than 
4500 years. The other is by the year of the ruling emperor. The latter is 
illustrated by the “Third year of Hsuan Tung” on coin II G 32, and 
the “Fifth year of the Republic” on coin III G 10. The Sexagenary Cycle 
repeats itself every 60 years and is made up of ten stems and twelve branch- 
es, each represented by a Chinese character. One of each of these is used to 
express a certain year. 19 27 is the fourth year of the seventy-seventh 
cycle and is indicated by the two characters for the fourth year of the 
cycle. At the end is appended a list of the combinations and corresponding 
dates of our calender which covers the period of these coins. 

It might well be stated here that the use of a certain date on one of these 
coins does not necessarily mean that the coin was issued in that particular 
year. 1906, Fig. 5, and 1907, Fig. 4, appears on more coins than all the 
rest of the years together. It is not at all unusual for a date several years 
back to be used on a coin, and there are a few where the name of Hsuan 
Tung has been used on one side and on the other side a year previous to his 
reign. It is not more than half of these coins that have a date at all. In 
those without date, simply the name of the emperor, dynasty or Republic 
is used. During the time of the Republic a great many of the old Ching 
dynasty coins have been issued. Those of Group H are consistently dated, 
while those of Group III are rarely dated. In Group I some of the prov- 
inces have dated most of their coins and others have entirely omitted the 
date. 

Inscription. — These coins contain inscriptions in three languages, the 
Manchu, Chinese, and English. The Manchu was the language of the Ching 
dynasty, which was overthrown in the revolution of 1911, and it is easy to 
understand why their language should have a place on the coins. The 
Chinese inscription usually holds the important and dominating position on 
the coin. The dynasty, the emperor, the province and the value are usually 
properly expressed in the Chinese language. The prominence given to the 
English language is evidence of the great foreign influence in the country. 
This will be a testimony to all future generations of this influence. The 
Republican coins have with one exception left off all Manchu characters. Of 
course their use of the old designs and dies have not been official and such 
coins issued during the time of the Republic are looked upon officially as 
having been issued at their correct time. There are a few coins on which 
there appears no English, notably ICK and HI G 11. It is generally felt 
that the English language has had too prominent a place on the coins and 
has also been greatly abused. In looking over these coins it is very evident 
that the engravers were often not very familiar with the alphabet. A list 
of the most common and important Chinese inscriptions is given at the end 
with their translations.

Sidelights on Numismatics 

By CHARLES N. SCHMALL, New York, N. Y.

JVO. Hi — the coin dealer and coin COLLECTOR “DE LUXE.” 

The coin dealer who enters the numismatic field with the serious expec- 
tation of becoming rich in a short time is prompted by false hopes, of which 
he is sure to be disillusioned before long. There are no fortunes to be 
made nowadays in the coin business. The majority of sincere coin collectors 
are individuals in moderate circumstances, who make up for their lack of 
wealth by their honest enthusiasm for their chosen hobby, their fidelity, 
their love of the beautiful, their taste for art, and their fondness for the 
numismatic memorials that have descended to us from the dim and distant 
past to delight us with their mute messages from our revered forefathers. 

The true collector buys without counting the cost or contemplating the 
possible future losses or profits; he is free from the cold, calculating de- 
signs of the mere hoarder or speculator. To him, an old coin is not to be 
scorned nor despised merely because of its poor preservation due to the 
ravages of time, or its cheapness of price. Every antique coin is entitled 
to its share of respect, be it cheap or costly; intact or impaired; fine or 
poor. The dealer who refuses to handle the cheaper grade of coins misses 
a large and lucrative clientele. 

I have known dealers who seek a short path to affiuence by catering only 
to the wealthy “collectors.” Such customers buy only the greatest rarities 
in the highest preservation. Only two per cent, of all the existing coins 
meet the rigid requirements of these “connoisseurs,” and any dealer who 
depends upon such capricious purchasers for a livelihood has missed his 
calling and would be better off in the pursuit of some other occupation. 

I have, in my collection, coins ranging in price from two cents to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. Strange to say, I have derived the most pleasure 
from the coins costing less than fifty cents each. The “dealer de luxe” who 
refuses to handle any and every class of coins that comes his way, is neg- 
lecting a large and promising number of collectors and has only himself to 
blame if he does not achieve financial success. 

When I met a collector who boasts that he admits into his cabinet only 
the highest rarities in the finest condition I know immediately that he can 
never make the acquaintance of about ninety-eight per cent, of the avail- 
able pieces, and that he is totally devoid of the instincts and attributes of 
the true collector. From such a deluded and misguided dilettante I fiee 
as quickly as from a contagious disease lest I be infected with the germ of 
sordid commercialism and robbed of the genuine pleasure to be found in 
real collecting. 
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Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 

A STANDARD ( LASSIFIUATION FOR ( OINS. 

In last month’s issue we published a communication from Dr. Skeen, of 
Gary, Ind., the burden of whicK was that in buying coins the descriptions 
of “proof” and “uncirculated” do not always truly represent the condition 
of the coins. In a communication from the California Coin Club, also pub- 
lished last month, Mr. Kean touched on the same subject and suggested 
that a committee be appointed at the next convention of the A. N. A. to pre- 
pare a standard classification for the condition of coins. 

The writer has attended nearly every convention of the A. N. A. for the 
last twenty-five years and this question has been before most of these gath- 
erings, either on the floor of the convention or in discussions in the exhibit 
room, and the problem is no nearer a solution than it was in 1907. 

The difficulty is not in preparing such a standard classification, because 
there is very little difference of opinion among collectors on this point. The 
apparently insurmountable objection to it is that no one would feel com- 
pelled to adhere to it after once adopted. Many dealers and catalogers who 
have been selling coins for years have their own standards, which they have 
used for years and which they honestly believe to be fair and just to all con- 
cerned. The dealer who prepares a catalog for an auction sale has the owner 
of the coins to please as well as the buyer of the coins. 

The complaint that the terms “proof” and “uncirculated” do not in many 
cases fairly represent the condition of a coin is, we believe, justified. There 
are many kinds of “proof” and “uncirculated” coins. The demand seems to 
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be for some qualifying adjective for coins in these two highest degrees of 
preservation. When a bidder or prospective buyer sees a coin he wants 
described as “proof,” he forms a mental picture of it in brilliant, perfect 
condition, without tarnish or flaws of any kind and thinks how beautiful it 
will be when he gets it. When it comes he may be sadly disappointed in 
its appearance, even though he admits it is a “proof,” as described. 

In the absence of any qualifying adjectives in the printed descriptions of 
coins in these two conditions, it may not be out of place for bidders to 
qualify their bids. For instance, a man who wishes to bid on a coin de- 
scribed as “proof” can send a bid on it with the qualiflcation, “if brilliant 
and perfect; if not, cancel the bid.” 

Perhaps an equally good solution of the problem may be found in a sen- 
tence in Dr. Skeen’s communication, which we quote; “Do not think for a 
moment but that the customers will soon learn where to send for uncircu- 
lated and proofs when they get what they order.” 


MEDAL FOR FOURTH CENTENARY OF SAN VICENTE. 

To commemorate the fourth centenary of the city of San Vicente, the 
Brazilian Numismatic Society of Sao Paulo has issued a medal struck in 
silver and bronze, which is illustrated here. 

In the upper half of the obverse is shown a vessel of the fifteenth century 
sailing. Above (translation) “Fourth Centenary of Colonization of Brazil.” 
The lower half shows four medallions with busts of John III, Martin Affon- 
so, John Ramalho and Tibiraca. In the center, a shield with “S. Vicente, 
1532.” 



The reverse has a map of South America, showing the location of San 
Vicente, the Equator and the meridian dividing the South American conti- 
nent between the crowns of Portugal and Spain. The inscription is (trans- 
lation): “To Great Brazil Our People Turn.” In the exergue (translation): 
“Issued by the Brazilian Numismatic Society, San Paulo, 22-1-1932.” 

The medal measures 60 millimeters. About 200 were struck in bronze 
and 80 in silver. The dies were officially destroyed after the celebration. 


NUMISMATK S IN HISTORK AL SOCIETIES. 

It is gratifying to note that another historical institution has added a 
department of numismatics to its other divisions of State history and that 
a collection of numismatic specimens having their origin in the State has 
been placed on exhibition. This time it is the Ohio State Archaeological 
and Historical Society. The formation of this exhibit had its origin in the 
Oho State Numismatic Society, formed more than twenty-flve years ago by 
collectors in Ohio (but inactive for several years) without any definite plans 
for its housing after being formed. The Ohio Historical Society was finally 
prevailed upon to provide a room and the collection has been installed there. 
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Dr. J. M. Henderson, of Columbus, Ohio, an ex-President of the A. N. A., 
has been one of the most active figures in organizing this exhibit and has 
been chosen curator of numismatics. He has donated his personal collection 
of Ohio paper money, which has already been placed on exhibition. The 
numismatic side of a State is fully as important as other branches of its 
history, and similar institutions would do well to establish such divisions. 
There may be obstacles in the way, chief of which may be lack of funds and 
the lack of competent curators, but Ohio at least has demonstrated that in 
time such difficulties can be overcome.

the first having been King Fuad, of Egypt. The portrait on the coins of 
Iraq is that of King Feisal. 


HARD TIMES MONEY OF THE PANIC OF 1007. 

Reading the article on wooden money of Tenino, Wash., in the April issue 
of The Numismatist brings to memory the Hard Times money of the Koons 
Lumber and Supply Company of Mississippi, near Biloxi. 

Money was as scarce, or more so, in Mississippi during the short panic than 
in most parts of the country, and this company conceived the idea of issuing 
its own medium of exchange and keeping all the U. S. money which came in. 
The coins were struck in aluminum and were in denominations of $1, 50c., 
25c., 10c. and 5c. 

The company, besides operating a lumber and supply business, had a large 
grocery and general merchandise store, and when a customer came in to 
buy merchandise they took the man’s U. S. money and gave him in change 
their own coins, giving the customer a small premium on each dollar, gen- 
erally 5 or 6 per cent., in this way getting most of the trade in the neigh- 
borhood and at the same time keeping all U. S. money for their outside 
buying. 

Their tokens could be exchanged with any other business concern, but 
when they came back to this company for redemption they were taken in 
trade only. For instance, if a man bought a sack of fiour from Koons and 
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received in change $1.50 in tokens and then bought a pair of trousers from 
another merchant, and he, in turn, took the tokens for the trousers he must 
then buy some of Koons merchandise to spend the $1.50 he received for 
the trousers. 

Eventually the tokens were all redeemed and most of them were destroy- 
ed, except about 25 sets, which are now in the hands of the successors of 
this company. The writer has two sets in uncirculated condition.

THE COUNTER.HARKEI) STONE MOUNTAIN HALF DOLLARS. 

A good lead as to the origin of the countermarked Stone Mountain com- 
memorative half dollars has been furnished by Member Charles H. Drake, of 
Braselton, Ga., whose communication appears below. What he says applies 
particularly to Georgia, but it no doubt explains the Tennessee stamp as 
well. These countermarked pieces of Tennessee were referred to in our 
April and May issues. Mr. Drake’s letter follows: 

“The Stone Mountain Memorial Association, headed by Hollins Randolph, 
of Atlanta, Ga., had control of the distribution and sale of the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial half dollar. Although its face value was only fifty cents, the 
coin was sold for $1 each and several hundred thousand of them were sold 
at this price. After the memorial was well under way a disagreement be- 
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tween Gutzon Borglum, the sculptor, and the officia^ of the ^tone Mountain 
Memorial Association resulted in the dismissal of Borglum. Within a ^ 
months another noted sculptor, Augustus Lukeman, v/as secured t ^ 
association to finish the memorial. At this time the association was running 
short of funds, and to raise additional money they numbered consecutively 
several hundred of the coins in mint condition and sent tjiem to the Mayors 
of all towns in Georgia (probably to some other States) with the 
that they be advertised and sold for the highest bid and the money received 
from the sale of these numbered coins be returned to ^h^ ^association for 
completing the carving of Confederate heroes on the face of Stone Mountain 
by Mr. Lukeman. As only one numbered com was sent to each town to 
auction, it is not believed that any sold for less than $10 each, and ma y 
sold for $50 or more each.” 


DAVID lUTTENHOUSE, FIRST DIRECTOR OF THE U. S. MINT. 

On April 8 Philadelphia celebrated the two hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of David Rittenhouse, pioneer American astronomer, mathematician, 
clock maker and intimate friend of Washington, Jefferson and Franklin. 
The celebration consisted of an exhibit of his famous orrery at the Histori- 
cal Society of Pennsylvania, at 1300 Locust street, and a public meeting o 
the Rittenhouse Astronomical Society at Houston Hall, University of 
sylvania, of the American Philosophical Society, Franklin Institute, the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania and the University of Pennsylvania.

At 23 he made his orrery for determining the movement of heavenly 
bodies, and in 1770, at his home on the southwest corner of Seventh and 
Arch streets, he built a brick observatory, the first and for many years the 
only observatory in America, and on June 24, 1778, he made America s fir 
scientific observation of the sun’s eclipse. In 1771 he was elect^ secretary 
of the American Philosophical Society and succeeded Benjamin Franklin as 
president in 1791. From 1779 to 1782 he was professor of astronomy and 
vic6-provost of th© University of Pennsylvania.. . j oo 

In^l776 he succeeded Benjamin Franklin in the State Assembly and was 
a member of the First Constitutional Convention of Pennsylvania He was 
State Treasurer from 1777 to 1789, and th® .^st Director of the 
States Mint from its foundation in 1792 to 1795. He died June 26, 179 , 
and is buried in North Laurel Hill Cemetery, Philadelphia. 
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As the first Director of the Mint Rittenhouse became identified with 
numismatics. In 1871 the Mint struck a medal in commemoration of its 
first Director, designed by William Barber, chief engraver of the Mint at 
the time. The portrait is considered an excellent one. The medal is shown 
in the accompanying illustration through the courtesy of F. D. Langenheim, 
Philadelphia. 


The New Washington Quarter Dollar Being Coined 

Early in May work began at the Philadelphia Mint on the new quarter 
dollar to be issued in commemoration of the two hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Washington. Last year it was announced that the coins would 
probably be struck in time for their issue on the anniversary, February 22, 
but they have been delayed. 

John Flanagan, New York sculptor, was the winner in the competition 
for the design of the coin His clay model, fifteen inches in diameter, was 
forwarded to the mint authorities by the officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which will be reduced to a steel master die, then to what is known 
as the “hub.” and then to the working dies from which the coins will be 
struck. This work will require about two weeks, and the coins should be 
ready for distribution early in June. They will be sent to the various Fed- 
eral Reserve banks throughout the country, and from these the other banks 
will receive supplies. 

Dies will also be prepared at the Philadelphia Mint for shipment to the 
San Francisco and Denver mints, and collectors will be able to accumulate 
three varieties of the coin. The Philadelphia Mint expects to turn out 
100,000 of the coins a day when production gets under way.

The unit of currency of Portugal is the escudo, which has a par value of 
$1.08 in United States currency, although the actual value of the escudo is 
4 cents. The size of the coin indicates that its value is about 10 escudos. 


WOULD RELEASE (JOLD STOCK HACKING DESTROYED CURRENCY. 

The following dispatch from Chicago appeared in the Wall Street Journal 
of a recent date: 

“A plan whereby the U. S. Treasury could figuratively reach into its 
pocket and pull out a ‘forgotten’ hundred million dollar melon is proposed 
by Chricago economists. The proposal has its Congressional sponsor in 
Representative Henry T. Rainey, Democratic majority leader. 

“Sponsors of the idea point out that during the Civil War, the great 
Chicago fire, the San Francisco earthquake, the Johnstown flood, the Florida 
hurricane and other major disasters large sums of paper currency were de- 
stroyed. But the gold in the Treasury vaults to redeem this vanished cur- 
rency is still held to cover money that no longer exists. The sum, economists 
believe, approximates $100,000,000. 

“The proposed passage by Congress of legislation declaring all old-size 
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currency issued prior to July 10, 1929, illegal tender — date of the outlaw- 
ing to be set at some time in the future. From then on the old currency 
could be redeemed only by the U. S. Treasury and such bills would be car- 
ried as an item of the public debt bearing no interest.” 

Commenting on this news item, Farran Zerbe, curator of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank Collection of Moneys of the World, New York City, says: 'T 
doubt if anything of this kind could be put into practice, and even if it was 
I do not reason that it would make any difference to collectors or devalue 
the notes, since the proposal is that they be redeemed on demand at the 
Treasury. This being the fact, all banks would naturally accept the notes 
for deposit or collection. It is a wild guess for anyone to approximate the 
gold to be released by such enactment at $100,000,000. Much of our non- 
current currency yet to be redeemed is not backed with gold. This is with 
reference to the outstanding interest-bearing notes of 18 60’s, fractional cur- 
rency, refunding notes 1879 and Federal Reserve Bank Notes.”

TWO APPARENTLY UNPUBLISHED ROMAN COINS OF THE EMPIRE. 

Since several plans have been formed for more complete listing of the 
types of Roman coins than that found in Cohen, I should like to record two 
Roman denarii which have apparently escaped complete publication hitherto, 
and which I acquired too late to notice in my brief article in the Frankfurt- 
er Miinzzeitung for December, 1930. 

The first is a denarius of Antoninus Pius (138-161 A. D.) of good silver, 
unknown to Mattingly and Sydenham, to be described thus: 

Obv., ANTONINVSAVG PIVSPPTRPXIII Laureate head of the Emperor 
to right. 

Rev., COS nil A female figure standing to right, leaning with her right 
hand upon a rudder, her drapery hanging over her left arm; in her left 
hand are ears of wheat. This seems to be a personification of Tranquillity, 
which occurs on other coins of the reign, but not of this date. 

The second is a base coin of Aemilian (253-254 A. D.), an antoninian, 
probably, which was in a Helbing Sale, 63, 1214, last year. 

Obv., IMPCAESAEMILIANVSPFAVG Radiate bust to right, draped. 

Rev., DIANAEVICTRICI Diana standing to left, holding bow and a very 
long arrow. 

This is a variety of Cohen 10, and has apparently a good deal of zinc in 
the alloy.

A NEW WORK ON ENGLISH COINS.

OUR PAPER MO.NEY IS AI.L WRONG, SAYS l)WIG(HNS. 

In a recent book he has published, W. A. Dwiggins, artist and designer, 
criticizes our paper money and says it is all wrong. The book is entitled 
“Toward a Reform in Our Paper Currency.” In it he talks about how the 
art in the design of our money “is speckled with mildew” and wonders how 
the money designers managed “with infallible accuracy to get all the ele- 
ments out of place and all the relations wrong and all the shapes bad.” 

Dwiggins has invented some currency from the fictitious country of An- 
tipodes, which currency, he says, actually was designed with a purpose. He 
recommends pleasantly, but with some sarcasm, that the United States try 
to do something similar. All the printing on the Antipodes money is easily 
read. It portrays a scene in the nation’s history on the back. There are 
colors. The number and word “five” are large enough so that the holder 
of the note has no trouble in determining its value. The design is simple, 
the paper white. 

Dwiggins accounts for the design of our money in the fact that Govern- 
ment bureaus, especially the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, has “the 
flexibility of a glacier,” is “organized and then goes into a trance.” Once, 
a good many years ago, Dwiggins finds, the nation decided to have some 
money. It printed some money. And, being made by a bureau, the money 
became as unchangeable as the bureau. Little art seeped in. 

Dwiggins decides further that “it is the art in the recipe that makes the 
trouble. The art they (the Bureau of Engraving and Printing) use doesn't 
stay fresh. “Either they buy the wrong brand, or else there is some local 
condition that makes any kind of art go sour in the Washington climate.”

A package of ancient Egyptian coins, consigned from Alexandria to the 
Warsaw Museum, was held up in the Custom House because the authors 
of the very elaborate and very high Polish tariff had made no provision for 
numismatic objects, and the customs officers did not know what to do about 
them. They eventually solved the puzzle by entering the coins as “dried 
fish” and levying a relatively low duty thereon. The museum has protested 
and will demand refund of the duty collected on the ground that the coins 
should have been admitted duty free as rare historical documents.

Perhaps an opportunity for A. N. A. members to visit Los Angeles and 
San Francisco under such favorable conditions will not be offered again 
for several years. The Olympic Games will be staged in Los Angeles, and 
those wTio contemplate attending the A. N. A. convention in that city the 
latter part of August will have the advantage of greatly reduced railroad 
fares and at the same time be assured of desirable hotel accommodations.

The following summary of the program and outline of entertainment has 
been furnished by the California Coin Club, John P. Kennedy, president:

The ladies are 
perfecting their plan of entertainment for the wives and daughters of mem- 
bers attending. Their program includes a theater party and, of course, the 
dinner dance. 

We hope that as many members of the A. N. A. as possible will route 
themselves through San Francisco, where the Pacific Coast Numismatic So- 
ciety has set aside Friday, the 19th of August, as San Francisco day. Bear 
in mind that the convention is being sponsored by the San Francisco Club as 
well as the California Coin Club. You can count on a mighty good time in 
San Francisco. Just what the program will be for that day has not been 
announced — at any rate, there is no more beautiful spot on the Pacific Coast 
than the Bay City region. In addition to visiting San Francisco, those who 
desire may take motor coaches either down the coast or inland. The in- 
land trip is the route to take if they desire to enter Yosemite. That route 
passes through the great San Joaquin Valley and over the famous Ridge 
Route into Los Angeles.

PROSPERITY CHECKS. 

A novel experiment to stimulate local business was introduced by the 
Pajaro Valley National Bank, Watsonville, Cal., in the issuing of what are 
inscribed as “prosperity checks,” “non-hoarding size.” The checks are 7 
inches by 15 inches in size and provide on the reverse for seventy endorse- 
ments. Only four checks were issued. They were dated April 6, 1932, 
$2.50 each, and were numbered Happiness, Faith, Courage and Prosperity, 
respectively. They were issued by the bank of the local Civic Welfare Com- 
mittee, Salvation Army, Watsonville Chapter of the Red Cross, and Y. M. 
C. A., and were to be used only in the city of Watsonville. The checks are 
inscribed: “You are requested to accept this check in payment for goods or 
services and to, in turn, buy goods or services with it within 24 hours, if 
possible. You are to endorse it the same as any other check.” 

The checks made the rounds in from one to three weeks, the four, repre- 
senting $10, having done the service of over $700. 

The Chase National Bank, for its Collection of Moneys of the World, has 
been favored with the check “Happiness” and which has seventy-two en- 
dorsements.

NEAV ZEALAND NUMISMATIC SOCIETY — Fifth meeting, February 29. 
“English Coinage With Special Reference to the Hammered Series” was the 
subject of a very interesting address delivered by Capt. Sir John Hanham, 
Bt. There was a good attendance of members. The President, the Rev. D. 
C. Bates, occupied the chair. In order to illustrate his address, Sir John 
Hanham obtained from his collection in England some very fine early Eng- 
lish coins, and these specimens attracted a good deal of attention. 

After making some interesting observations regarding his early experi- 
ences as a student and collector of coinages. Sir John proceeded in a general 
way to deal with the English coinage from the earliest times to the present 
day. Commencing with the stater, which was the standard coin in use by 
the early British tribes prior to the Roman Conquest, Sir John said that it 
was generally supposed that Britain was inhabited by purely barbaric tribes 
before the Roman Conquest, but an examination of the coins of that period 
alone should be sufficient evidence to indicate that that was not the case. 
Authorities consider that coins were first struck in Britain between the 
years 200-150 B. C. They originated in the Gaulish colonies of Kent. The 
earlier designs were influenced by the Greek rather than the Roman models. 
After the Romans left Britain in 450 A. D. the numismatic history, like the 
national history, was confused, and when historians again saw light a Scan- 
dinavian coinage was in general use. The designs were then largely in- 
fluenced by the Roman models, but later Christian symbols were introduced. 
The coins of the Norse invaders, of the Kings of the Heptarchy, and of the 
Archbishops of York and Canterbury were then dealt with. 

The speaker then traced the history of the coinage of the English Kings 
and Queens down through the centuries. The reign of Henry VII ushered 
in the dawn of modern coinage. The later coins of that monarch were accu- 
rately struck, and the portraiture was true. Henry VIII, however, debased 
the coinage worse than it had ever been debased before — -or since — although 
some of the silver issues after the Great War were nearly as bad. The 
crown, or five-shilling piece, of Edward VI was one of the noblest of the 
silver series. The coinage of Philip and Mary, and of Elizabeth, and the 
siege pieces of Charles I were then referred to. The trials of the Pyx, and 
the discontinuance during Elizabeth’s reign of the use of the mill and screw^ 
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and its introduction again during the time of Charles II, also received pass- 
ing mention. 

The Commonwealth coins struck by order of the Rump Parliament were 
interesting in that the legends appeared for the first and only time entirely 
in English. The coins bearing Cromwell’s head were very scarce. The chief 
interest of English coins, contended Sir John, ceased from the time of 
Charles I, as the originality in design disappeared thenceforward, and the 
types tended to become conventionalized. The hammered series were called 
in by William III in 1694. About the beginning of the nineteenth century 
Spanish dollars stamped with the head of George III were used to supple- 
ment the shortage of silver. This was also the heyday of copper tokens. 

Sir John concluded by giving some interesting details regarding the later 
designs. He thought that the Gothic Crown of Victoria, with the beautiful 
bust of the young Queen and the graceful lettering, was probably the most 
artistic of our modern coins. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to the speaker for his most inter- 
esting address. 

In view of the fact that Sir John Hanham was on the eve of departure to 
the homeland (after relinquishing the position of aide-de-camp to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General), the opportunity was taken by Wellington 
members to farewell him and to present him with an inlaid brass plaque as 
a token of their appreciation of the keen interest he had taken in the affairs 
of the society since its inauguration. In responding Sir John said that it 
had given him great pleasure to have been associated in the foundation of 
the society. The society had become well established and was bound to 
prosper. He very greatly appreciated the genuine expressions of goodwill 
on his departure and the handsome present given to him. At all times he 
would maintain an interest in the future activities of the society. 

Special exhibits during the evening included a paper one-shilling note 
issued in Wellington, N. Z., in 1845 (exhibited by Dr. J. S. Elliott); an oc- 
tagonal aluminum penny token issued by the Municipality of Dunedin in the 
early days (exhibited by Mr. Allan Sutherland), and a set of the latest 
British Imperial coins, and the modern Irish issues (exhibited by Mr. Henry 
Abraham ) .

THE WAY THEY FELT ABOUT IT IN 1857. 

The majority of present-day collectors regard the flying-eagle cent issued 
from 1856 to 185 8 as a handsome coin, the low relief of the eagle being: 
particularly pleasing. But it is not handsome; the metal in which it is. 
struck and the design of the eagle are highly objectionable — that is, if th© 
opinion expressed at the time it was issued is the correct estimate of the 
public. We print below two extracts taken from Life Illustrated, New York,, 
at the time the coins were issued. 

From Life Illustrated, May 16, 1857. 

The Ncav Cent. — The U. S. Mint at Philadelphia, will begin, on the 
25th of May, to pay out cents of the new issue, in exchange for Spanish 
and Mexican fractions of a dollar, and at the nominal rates or in ex- 
change for the copper cent now in circulation. Persons applying will 
be attended to in order, daily, between the hours of 9 and 2 o’clock. 
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The silver and copper coins must be presented in even sums of five dol- 
lars, and not exceeding fifty dollars. 

From Life Illustrated, June 27, 1857. 

Tlie New Out. — The new cent coin wins opinions anything but gold- 
en. Its color — like copper counterfeiting pinchbeck and bluishing at 
being caught in the cheat — is the ground of objection with some. Oth- 
ers revile the ambiguous figure which the mint officers interpret to 
mean a flying eagle, but which, to the uninstructed, resembles a table 
napkin, or pen wiper got up for sale at a fancy fair. The latest objec- 
tion we have noticed is that children swallow it, with great consequent 
irritation of the stomach and' bowels, from the corrosive nature of the 
metals of which it is composed. There is just one good thing in the 
new cent. It weighs precisely the hundredth part of a pound. People 
inclined to decimals may turn it to some good purpose as a convenient 
mode of determining fractional weights; sixpence worth is an ounce; 
three of them can be sent by mail for three cents more. Those of our 
readers who desire to see what the new cent ought to have been in 
color and material, can step into the State Library and admire the beau- 
tiful collection of bronze medals of the French kings, presented by 
Napoleon the Little. They are nearly black. A cent of this hue could 
not be mistaken for a half-eagle, or a dime, while the present abortion 
is of a compromise tint between the two. Our mint is the more inex- 
cusable, because the French have, within the last three years, replaced 
their old and cumbrous copper coinage by one of bronze, in which the 
defect of weight was compensated not so much by superior value in the 
material as by artistic taste and elegance in the devices and execution. 
Their example was before us for instruction and imitation. Who cares 
whether a penny is worth the hundredth part of a dollar, or only the 
one hundred and fiftieth? Not a soul. It is mere counter change, not 
designed for keeping. But our mint is scrupulous on this. Honesty, 
which has deserted pretty nearly every other civil department of the 
Federal Government, still keeps a lingering foothold there. And thus 
it comes that an administration which sticks at no outrage upon liberty 
— whose effigy is banished from the cent — insists upon mixing pre- 
posterous German silver with its copper, to the end that the purchaser 
of a penny may get his dirty penny’s worth. So did the Pharisees pay 
tithes of mint, anise, and cummin, while neglecting the weightier mat- 
ters of the law. — Albany Journal. 

It will be noted that the second extract appeared originally in the Albany 
Journal and was reprinted in Life Illustrated. 

Few coins have been issued in the United States that received universal 
commendation from the public and press at the time they made their ap- 
pearance, and that the flying eagle cent should have been thus criticized is 
not surprising. Such things are merely matters of individual opinion. 

From the above it appears that the new cent first appeared in public about 
May 25, 1857. The act authorizing this coin was approved February 21» 
1857. If the flying eagle cents dated 1856 were coined in the year they are 
dated, they can only be regarded as patterns. Although no figures are 
available as to the number struck, it has been estimated that there are at 
least 1,000 in the hands of collectors and dealers, most of them in proof. If 
these were only patterns, why were so many struck? It seems a surprising- 
ly large number, considering that there were few collectors in those days, 
and there is very little demand for proof coins except from collectors. 


IN THE TOIES FOR COUNTERFEITING. 

Two men, one of them a former photographer of Eveleth, Minn., are under 
arrest at Superior, Wis., on a charge of printing counterfeit $10 and $20 
bills. One of the men signed a complete confession, relating the technical 
details of how he reproduced $50,000 worth of bills. The fake money has 
appeared in numerous cities throughout the Northwest. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank at Minneapolis reported that 12 such bills had been sent in by 
member banks.
